I have no idea if this will work the way I want it 
to, but I'm confident. There are also some ideas that I want to incorporate into the project. An RSS 
Feed e.g. for some of my pages. I still love RSS and want to publish my articles, projects etc. via 
this channel. I already wrote briefly in the comments that I still think e-mail is the best social 
network we have at the moment. 

I am primarily describing the installation process here. This is not really difficult but I want to draw 
your attention to the software. I also want to improve my knowledge of the Apple environment and 
the porting of my site should help.

RUBYFRONTIER 


RubyFrontier is a TextMate bundle, implementing a template-based system of building Web pages and (especially) Web 
sites in a highly automated manner. It generates static Web pages; it isn’t a Web application framework. Its purpose is to 
let the user make Web sites by way of a convenient writing tool, separating form from content (you concentrate on 
content, and RubyFrontier wraps up that content into Web page form when you build the site). RubyFrontier is particularly 
superb for heavily hyperlinked pages and for automatic generation of navigation structures such as breadcrumbs, next- 
prev links, etc. 


The system is modeled in the first instance after UserLand Frontier’s html suite, which I documented in my Frontier 
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We check vialBundies > Edit Bundles > [RubyFrontier ifeverythinghasbeeninstalledcorrectly.lt 
should look like the screenshot above. We have now installed RubyFrontier and can work with it in 
the next web projects.
